LOUGH NEAGH FISHERIES. 


_ The fishermen on. Lough Neagh are 
gradually decreasing in numbers, due, it 
is said, to the difficulty of obtaining a 
livelihood through restrictive regulations. 
For some years past many difficulties have 
afflicted this hardy class, and they believe 
they have been despoiled of an ancient 
heritage. Litigation has taken place, but 
no satisfactory settlement composing the 
various conflicting interests has been 
made. deeds of an English King 
centuries ago still cast their shadows over 
the waters of the lough, and to the fisher- 
man their troubled surface no longer re- 
flects the glories of other days. The 
season for trout and pollen fishing closed 
last week, and, although a good beginning 
was made, the cold, wet summer was re- 
sponsible for an unsatisfactory conclusion. 
Trout fishing was not up to last year’s 
standard, t excellent prices were 
realised in the English market, the figures 
ranging from ls. to 1s. ód. per Ib. ; 
"ike Sail is fairly teeming with pollen, 
but the weather conditions reduced the 
gathering in of the silvery harvest, the 
only consolation being that excellent 
prices were obtained on the other side of 
the Channel. £el fishing is permitted all 
the year round, provided the fish are not 
smaller than the prescribed size of two to 
the ]b., and the fishermen state that, if 
three eels were allowed to the !b., it would 
make a considerable difference in their 
income. Very little fishing is done in 

rch, and within the past few years pike 
as virtually disappeared from the lough. 

A sad commentary on this industry is the 
fact that many families, with an ancestry 
reaching back into the days when Irish 
chieftains held sway, are leaving the dis- 
trict, year after year, for Canada, New 
Zealand and Australia, as they are unable 
to “carry on” in their native province. 
H seems regrettable that a race, famous in 
legend and story, should be compelled to 
seek their fortunes in foreign lands. Can 
nothing be done to prevent it? 


MYSTERIES CLEARED AWAY. 


All the mysteries and misunderstandings 
which puzzled the ratepayers of Belfast in i 


progress and national content. ‘These 
friendly expressions sound well, when the 
issues which they involve are left unsaid, 
but the Ulsterman holds fast by his tradi- 
tional freedom of mind and conscience, 
and would permit no shackling in such 
matters. 

Conciliation is very unlikely to be 
realised under such conditions, and the 
best thing one can hope for is that a freer 
spirit in dealing with questions of, 
national importance will spread over the 
whole of Ireland. There is room for all 
without repressive restrictions on any defi- 
nite section of the community. Wise 
statesmanship may yet be found to pre- 
vent the permanent: separation of the 
people of Ireland, but there are “‘ die- 
hards ” in the North who are jubilant 
that fresh difficulties have been created to 
alienate the two States still further. 


SCHUBERT CENTENARY. 


The musical season in Belfast is now in 
full swing, and there are concerts galore, 
big and small, but, strangely enough, no 
officia] notice by any of the societies has 
been taken of the Schubert Centenary, 
although occasiona) selections from his‘ 
works have appeared on some of the pro- 
grammes. Miss Denne Parker, the well- 
known musical festival adjudicator, sang 
a group of the great composer’s songs in 
honour of his memory while on a visit to 
the city recently, and the Philharmonic 
Society performed the “ Unfinished ”’ 
Symphony. Music-lovers in the North, 
however, are to have the privilege of hear- 
ing a Schubert Centenary lecture by Dr. 
Walter Starkie, Fellow of Trinity College, 
Dublin, next week. 

In poverty and comparative obscurity, 
Schubert succeeded by sheer force of genius 
and the singular richness of melodic in- 
vention with which nature had dowered 
him. He created the ‘‘ art-song,’’ and his 
early compositions, ‘‘ The Erl King ” and 
“The Wanderer,”’ widened the domain of 
music. An analysis of his life and work 
should reveal many interesting features in 
the short history of this youthful genius 
of the German romantic school.

EPISCOPACY. 

Both the idea of Episcopal ordination and 
Episcopacy were distasteful to many, he might 
say almost all, Nonconformists. - And yet 
if they did away with the Episcopacy 
they were shutting the door on eventual re- 
union with the Church @f Rome and the 
Eastern Church. If unity was to be ac- 
complished, there should be some sacrifice, 
and, by asking the Nonconformists to accept 
ithe Episcopacy, he did not think they were 
asking too much. 

A further stumbling block had been added 
hy the admittance of women to the Wesleyan 
ministry. This, however, might not be so 
serious as they thought; for the question of 
women aml ordination had become a live 
problem in their own Church. 

Unity with the Free Churches was essen- 
tial; for in the Catholic Church three great 
ean ought to find due expression— 
Catholicism, Nationalism and Congregation- 
alism. The position had been that the Charch 
of Rome gé geasa authority that, was 


sented Nationalism, and the Free Churches 
had represented Congregationalism. So they 
saw that by reunion not only had the 
Anglicans something to give to the Free 
Churches, but the Free Churches had some- 
thing to give to the Anglicans. 

There was the problem of reunion of the 
Eastern Church; but to his mind it was 
essential that they should put their own 
affairs in order before they endeavoured to 
effect a union with the Church of the East. 

The problem of reumion was no easy one, 
but, nevertheless, the Church should face it. 
if she was to have her rightful place in the 
world. The task was not impossible; there 
would necessarily be years of toil and dis- 
appointment; but as they were convinced 
that disunion was sinful and that one cor- 
porate Church was part of God’s plan, so 
they should surely believe that in God's good 
time reunion in Christendom would become 
an established fact. (Applause.) 


THE MISSION FIELD. 

The Bishop of Meath, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Auditor for his address, said 
that he thought what probably broucht the 
subject of reunion so burningly to the front 
at the present moment was what was 
happening in tha direction in the 
mission field. Certainly, it rather looked 
at the moment as if something in fhe 
nature of reunion was going to happen, 
in a small way at least, in the mission 
field. The ition there was one of intense 
interest. They knew how pathetically Non- 
conformist bodies were looking to the 
Anglican communion for light and leading at 
the present moment, and those who were 
engaged in negotiations for the reunion of the 
various Nonconformist bodies and their 
Anglican communion in the mission field 
needed their prayers and best wishes. 

Members of the Anglican communion, the 
Bishop continued, must never, for any con- 
sideration whatever, barter away their great 
inheritance of historical Catholicism. They 
had no right to do so, no matter what might 
be offered to them in exchange. They were, 
as it were, trustees for the great and noble 
heritage that God had given into their posses- 
sion, and they were bound to pass it on un- 
tarnished and undiminished to those who 
should come after them. At the same time 
they were bound, whether at conferences or 
meeting as private individuals, by patient, 
thoughtful and careful study, to try to find 
out what the differences were between Non- 
conformists and themselves, and see how far 
they could, without compromising their 
liberty, go along the way to meet them. 


WARNING AGAINST HASTE. 

With all his heart he deprecated any 
attempt at hastening reunion. That could 
only result in the greatest confusion and the 
greatest trouble. He thought that there was 
nothing they could contemplate more horrible 
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than that a hasty reunion being formed 
between themselves and their Nonconformist

Nineteenth Century 
and After an opinion of great weight and 

Significance. He says that the railroads not 

merely will survive the present stress of 

competition, but are déstined’ to remain 

“the prime movers of all forms of freight 

and passengers.”’ They. will provide ‘‘ ex- 

tensive co-ordinated road and rail 
services,” and their importance in the 
national transport system will not be 
lessened even if they come to be 
nationalised. Sir Felix Pole, review- 
ing the history of the British lines, 
recalls the fact that their advent 
brought about an enormous revolution 
which was resisted from the start. In no 
other country were the railways subjected 
to such drastic parliamentary regulation 
and control as in England. Despite all 
restrictions, however, they developed 
rapidly. In the course of fifty years from 

1840, the lines were extended to nearly 

every corner of the land, and “ became 

virtual monopolists (subject always to 
effective and far-reaching State control) of 
the inland transport of the country.’

South African Politics. 


The resignation of the South African 
Cabinet may be announced to-day, and so 
history will repeat itself. In 1912, 
General Botha, desiring to expel Genera] 
Hertzog from his Government, resigned 
and formed a new Cabinet. Now General 
Hertzog is adopting the same device: he 
will form a new Cabinet in which no place 
will be found for Mr. Madeley, the pre- 
sent Minister for Posts and Telegraphs. 
Mr. Madeley is the leader of the advanced 
section of the Labour Party, and for some 
time his support of the native claims has 
disturbed not only the Prime Minister, 
but that more moderate section of the 
Labour Party which is led by Colone] 
Cresswell. The quarrel came té a head 
when Mr. Madeley consented. to. receive a 


deputation from the native trade union— 


the Industrial and Commercial Workers’ 
Union—which the Government, pé a 
whole, has refused «to recognise. In 
spite of General Hertzog’s request and of 
his own promise that he would wait until 


the Cabinet had been consulted, Mr. 
Madeley received the deputation and 


undertook to consider’ tim stievances of

Minister for Agriculture - 
recently declined to ‘nee! he leaders of 
the native union and thergPy precipitated 
a strike in the veterinagy department. 
Last week General Hertzog’s demand for 
Mr. Madeley's resignatioG produced a 
truculent refusal, and now,jin order. that 
the Ministry of Posts and Trlegraphs may 
be vacated constitutionally, the Cabinet 
will resign and will be reconstructed. 
Apart from the blessing of Mr. Madeley’s 
disappearance, General Hertzog seems to 
be making an astute move. The dis- 
missed Minister has a large following, 
and the Labour Party, which is still 
represented in the Cabinet by two 
Ministers, will lose authority through its 
own dissensions. A general election is 
due in the summer of next year. The 
Prime Minister may be planning to 
renounce the present pact with the Labour 
Party and to play for an out-and-out 
Nationalist majority at the elections. It 
is suggested, indeed, that he may go to 
the country within the next three months 
on the underlies Mr. 
Madeley’s dismissal. The trade 
union, which proposes to use European 
methods in its fight for better conditions 
of work, is a bogey to the South African 
farmers.

Dishonest Golfers, 


¢olfers must look fo their 
arithmetic. Within the last few days 
quite a “sensation has been caused in 
England by the news that two prominent 
members of a well-known golf club have 
been asked to resign in consequence of 
their habit of returning “ faked ” ecards in 
club competitions. Both men, apparently, 
are well:to-do persons to whom the 
winning of competitions could brihg no 
pecuniary advantage; but jt seems that 
their vanity induced them, on several 
occasions when they were playing together, 
to hand in inaccurate cards, thus placing 
themselves in winning positions. Their 
conduct came under suspicion; but, as 
both were very popular in the ¢lub house, 
the committee’ refused at first to accept tne 
evidence vf their accusers. Consequently, 
a watch was kept on the two men during 
the next competition in which they played, 
and, surely enough, one of them was seen 
to change the “lie’’ of his ball when it 
bad faHen behind a bush, and the other 
conveniéntly forgot several strokes during 
the round. Happily, this kind of thing 
is exceedingly rare in the game of. golf, 
and in competitions it may be said not to 
exist. Every golfer, however, knows the 
type of player whose vamity at times 
obscures his memory, with the result that 
the half-a-dozen strokes which he has 
taken to escape [rom a bunker occasionally 
shrink to a modest three. There is. also 
the player who now and then is tempted 
to improve the “ lie’’ of his ball. In the 
vast majority of cases, however, the 
golfer. is a good sportsman, who 
is willing. to take the rough with the 
smooth, and, even if a hole should cost 
him those fatal double figures, is not 
ashamed to admit the fact. .We all have 
returned “tens” in our time, and the 
game would become a very poor thing if 
the word of a player could not be trusted. 
The action of the English club was 
thoroughly justified; but we hope that 
the day never will dawn when the 
fortunes of an Jrish golfer will be followed 
from hole to hole by 
watchers with pencils in their hands.

Anglo-German. Films, i 


Another stage has-been reached in the 
fight for supremacy in thé film trade by 
the formation of an Anglo-German 
combine. The result of the deal will be 
that one board will control the fortunes of 
some of the biggest film concerns in 
Germany as well as of some of the leading 
British companies. Thirty films will be 
produced every year, of which ten must 
be made in England and ten in Germany, 
while “super-films’’ also will be made 
under the new combine’s auspices. . The 
capital of the combine will be approxi- 
mately £1,250,000, and it is hoped that 
within a short space of time it will be 
able to increase its activities consider- 
ably. Up to a few years ago the entire 
film trade was in the hands of the United 
States. During and immediately after 
the war the cinema industry in America 
developed at a remarkable rate, with the 
result that European production of films 
virtually came to an end. Germany, 
France and Britain, however, now are 
making their own films, and, by means of 
a quota system, are trying to stem the 
tide of Hollywood productions. So far as 
technique is concerned, Germany is far 
ahead of her competitors; but hitherto 
she has. been handicapped in her fight 
against American rivalry by the keen 
salesmanship of the United’ States pro- 
ducers. The British film industry has 
suffered under a similar handicap ; 


indeed, it is only within the last two or | 


three years that it has made any serious 
effort to assert itself in the international 
market. Now that the new combine has 
been formed, we may expect to see more 
British and German films on the European 
screen. Much leeway must be recovered 
before any appreciable’ impression is 
likely to be made on the American export 


trade in films; but, if the British, French’ 


and German manulacturers come together 
they soon will discover ways and means 
to defeat the Hollywood monopoly.

THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT,

‘Tt is expected that. there will ‘he very 
great crowds along the route from Bucking- 
ham Palace to the Houses of Parliament 
to-morrow, when the King opens Parlia- 
ment in State. ‘Many excursions are

The King and Queen will arrive at the

tremely short unless, as is possible, it 
contains somewhat ‘long ~ paragraphs 
relative to foreign affairs. It was thought 
to-day after the Cabinet had met that one 
om two additional measures to those 
already proposed will be outlined in the 


Speech. 
The Address. 


The Cabinet met this morning for its 
final review of the Speech from the 
Throne, and this, in its amended form, 
is now ready for -the King to sign in 
Council. The chief measures are the Local 
Government Bill, with its corresponding 
Scottish measure, and the Finance Bill. 
The debate in the House of ‘Commons on 
the Address in reply to the Speech will 
continue throughout the week; and it is 
hoped that it will be concluded on Friday. 
Much depends upon the Opposition amend- 
ments, and it is understood that the 
Socialists intend to move one on the sub- 
ject of unemployment, and to make it 
their main attack on the Government. 
Another amendment wil] deal with the 
Anglo-French Pact, and, while it was 
hoped that Sir Austen Chamberlain would 
be present to reply, it is probable that the 
Prime Minister will have to speak instead. 
Early next, week the supplementary esti- 
mate will be introduced to give efiect to 
the Government’s decision to speed up. the 
relief to railways on December Ist in 
respect of certain coal and agricultural! 
freighte. — i 


A Miniature Census. 


The Home Secretary has sent out a form 
under the Representation of the People’s 
Act, wherein householders will have to 
state within five days how many persons 
will be living in their houses on December 
Ist. The receipt of these forms has dis- 
concerted many householders in and 
around London; for there are few who 
care to state in any definite form what 
their household may be at the time stated. 
The principal point. is the constant change 
of domestic servants, and, as these wil! 
now be possessed of a vote, and their 
names may become important, the house- 
holder feels diffident about suggesting that 
they are certain to be with him ima 
month’s time. The mere fact that a maid 
bas to be called upon to give her full 
name, age and ‘other details will he 
sufficient to bring about a domestic storin 


in many places. 
The Presidential Election. 


The presidential election in the United 
States does not attract any great amount 
of attention on the part of the man in the 
street here, but the result is being watche 
with the keenest interest in the City of 
London, particularly in Steck Exchange 
quarters. Should Governor Smith secure 
sufficient votes in the electoral college to 
guarantee his election as President, it is 
thought that a slump in Wall street is 
inevitable. The point is.of importance, 
because the Stock Exchange here is now so 
sensitive to influences from: the United 
States that whatever happens in. Wall 
street is reflected in Throgmorton street. 
Some brokers profess pessimism at the out- 
look; but, on the other hand; there are 
those who’ poyit to their experiences whe: 
Mr. Coolidge was ‘elected. ‘ At that time: it 
was thought that the peak in values had 
been reached; but after his election’ the 
advance continued all through. November. 
A point in connection. with the election 
that may add to. the possible difficulty is 
that the settlement which commenced on 
the London Stock Exchange to-day Tevea's 
that the shagp reaction which occurred in 
some speculative. favourites last- week 
entails the financing of some very consider- 
able losses. These may have to be met by 
the forced selling of further securities.

Irish language costing? It was all very 
well to talk about their souls, but their 
bodiés had to do the work and be 
fed. The body was very sick at 
present, because it was not fed properly, 
and people did not know how to cook 
what they grow. ‘The time taken up by 
Irish was interfering with the household 
education of the people of Ireland. 

TEXT BOOKS IN IRISH? 

What were the lawyers going to do 
when they were compelled to learn Irish? 
Was it to translate their text books into 
Irish? 

Would the text books of medicine also 
have to be translated into Irish? If they 
were, they should have to coin words. He 
would tell them how to make Irish a 
success. Let them forbid the study of it, 
and then it would foster: Were they 
going to force compulsory Irish on the 
Church ? 

He had just as much objection to com- 
pulsory Latin as to compulsory Irish, but 
there was to be said for Latin: that the 
people understood the Services in that 
language. He wished to heaven that he 
had not been compelled to learn Latin 
and Greek instead of French and German, 
which would enable him to converse with 
his fellow-citizens on the Continent. 

The Minister had said that the recovery 
of Prussia was due to the revival of her 
language, but they should not forget that 
‘Prussia committed one of the greatest 
crimes in history by producing the Great 
War. 

UNITY OR THE LANGUAGE.

. EK, M. Summerfield said that the 
last speaker would have them a non- 
descript nation. Were they less entitled 
to.a language than.other,nations? He did 
not believe its compulsion was a hardship. 

Mr. Devlin —_ that the rights and 
interests of the Benchers of King’s Inns 
would not be superseded by any legisla- 
tion. He believed that they should know 
their own language. 

ENGLISH-SPEAKING. LEADERS. 

Mr. Keating said that English was their 
language for 500 years. hen an Irish 
speaker came to Dublin and wanted to 
get his breakfast or dinner he would have 
a much less chance of being understood 
than a Frenchman. To say that. there 
was ‘no national spirit in people who could 
not speak Irish was absurd. (Hear, 
hear.)

In iris opinion, unity was first necessary, 
and then they could settle the question of 
the Irish language. i 

Mr. L. O'Neill, solicitor, said that the 
bill took the examinations out of the 
hands of the Incorporated Law Society 
because the Chief Justice could hold up 
any candidate, which was most unreason- 
able. The present bill did not refer to an 
Act passed in 1923, which entitled English 
or Scotch lawyers to practise in Ireland 
on payment of the usual fees. 

The Chairman, Mr. M. P. Rowan, con- 
veyed the vote of thanks to the Minister, 
who, having replied, the proceedings 
terminated.

RAINFALL AND FLOODS. 


SOME CORK DATA. 


= 


The relation of rainfall to floods in Cork 
was discussed in an interesting paper read by 
Professor H. N. Walsh, ME. D.LC., Pro- 
fessor of Engimeering at University College, 
Cork, at the general meeting of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers of Ireland, held at 35 
Dawson street, Dublin, last night. Mr. A. D. 
Delap, President. was in the chair. 

Professor Walsh said that particulars of 
heavy rainfalls and their durations guided 
‘the engineer in forming estimates of probable 
maximum flood discharges—estimates which 
Might be improved and checked by the study 
“of actual flood records, if any were available. 
Up to the present very little had been pub- 
lis about the intensity and duration of 
heavy rainfalls in Ireland, or about.maximum 
Bus Gus except for há “en W as 

lis paper, he said, ha een prepared 
mainly for the purpose of promoting discus- 
sion on these two topics of heavy rainfalls 
and maximum flood discharges, and in the 
hope that such -diseassion might result in 
putting on record any data that was. avail- 
able at present, so as to form a nucleus for 
future record work. « 

It had been known for many years that 
the greatest intensities of heavy rainfalls in 
short periods varied considerably in different 
parts of these islands, and that the heaviest 
showers were likely to oceur where the 
average annual rainfall was least. The rela- 
tion between intensity and duration of heavy 
rainfalls discovered in one district could not 
be freely used in solving the fleod problems 
of other districts. 

Professor Walsh then gave statistics and 
showed diagrams. 

Records of daily rainfall, he said, had been 
preserved at University College, Cork, since 
1884. Since November, 1913, an automatic 
yauge, in addition to the ordinary Snowden- 
type gauge, had been in use. ' 

At present almost fifteen years’ automati- 
ey recorded gaugings were available. 


DISASTROUS FLOODS. 


Profesor Walsh went on to refer to 
extreme floods in the Rivers Lee and Bandon, 
and he said that the earliest available par- 


ured suddenly. It mished through the 
tréets and avenues with the most impetaous 
violence. It deluged the flat parts of the 
city. and suburbs. In most places it was 
five feet deep, and in many parts it was seven 
feet deep. 

The next big flood took place in 1855, when 
the force of the curent that ran through the 
streets and roads was “such as to over- 
turn many walls and fences, and to scour 
the surface of the roads so that afterwards 
they presented the appearance of the dried- 
up beds of rivulets.”’ This flood destroyed 
St. Patrick's Bridge, and resulted in the 
deaths of at least twelve people. 

There was another recurrence of flooding in 
November, 1916, when much damage was 
done. 7 i 
The Hon. Secretary, Mr. E. M. Murphy, 
then read some communications that had been 
received on the.paper. Mr. P. Serless, of the 
Meteorological Office of: the British Air 
Ministry, London, wrote, and “said that it 
was a valuable paper, and that it. was to be 
hoped that others who were in possession of 
-antographic ‘records of rainfall would publish 
similar data for their own stations. 

Mr. E. W. Montague Murphy, Hon. Secre- 
tary. of the Irish Rainfall Association, of 
Ballinamona, Cashel, wrote stating that it 
‘had long appeared to him that the classifica- 
tions of heavy rainfallg in short periods, as 
adopted by the British Rainfa}! Organisation, 
was more or less superfiuons for Ireland, 
where even a “ remarkable ' fall was hardly 
ever reported. Undoubtedly, though Ireland 
was wetter than England as a whole, its 
generally mild climate did not adapt 
itself in the same way. to downpours of 
abnormal intensity. Between 40 and 50 
downpours of “‘ very rare ”. intensity had 
occurred in Great Britain during the past 60 
years, but not a single one had occurred in 
Ireland. When any abnormal fall in, a short 
period; did come to light it was usually in 
the neighbourhood cf Dublin, or, at all events, 
in the East, where the climate resembled that 
of Great Britain to a great extent. 

Mr. J. R. Wade, Carrowmore, Ballinasloe, 
wrote to say that he had drawn up a diagram 
plotted from a table given by Professor 
Walsh, from which it might be concluded 
that at Cork a fall of three inches in 24 hours 
might be expected once in 50 years, but that 
a fall of four inches in 24 hours would ret 
occur more than once in 700 years. 
Professor Walsh further suggested that if 
engineers in this country at any time came 
across pnusual data in this regard they should 
communicate such data, no matter how small, 
to the institution. 

Professor J. D. Jackson, in proposing a 
vote of thanks to Professor Walsh, said that 
he was one of their most useful members in 
the South of Ireland, and he thought that. the 
institution owed a great deal to. him, quite 
unconnected with the subject of the paper.

opened. Mr. Colm O'Loughlin, M.A., 
National University of Ireland, gave 
expert evidence for the plaintiff, and Sir 
Richard Terry was examined as an expert 
witness for the defence. 

During the examination of a witness 
for the plaintiff, Mr. Justice Hanna asked 
a question which Mr, Fitzgerald (defen- 
dant’s counsel) resented, and a bitter 
exchange between judge and counsel fol- 
lowed. After luncheon, however, Mr. 
Fitzgerald explained that he had meant 
to make no reflection on his Lordship’s 
handling of the case, and expressed regret 
for any hastily spoken words that might 
heve been so eccastrued. Mr. Justice 
Hanna accepted the explanation, and the 
incident was closed. 


AN EXPERT'S 


VIEWS. 


HIS OPINION OF THE NOTES. 
Mr. Colm O'Loughlin. M.A. in Celtic 
Studies, National University of Ireland, and 
holder of the O’Curry Memorial Medal in 
early Irish history, was examined by Mr. 
\ieonan. He had, he said, read the book, 
“ Londubh an Chairn ” and the review of + 
which appeared in the /rish Statesman. 

Mr. Moonan—When that review says that 
the material is presented in a sketchy and 
incompetent way, is that justified ’—No. 

And that throughout the 56 pages of notes 
there is not a single precise citation ’—That 
Was not my impression. 

Would you say that fhis charge of sloven- 
liness and ignorance was justified?—I wouid 
not. 

What meaning do vou draw from the pas- 
sage that ‘‘a disproportionate part of the 
preface and notes is used as a medium for 
broadcasting the merits: and platform suc- 
cesses of the joint editors ... ."" ?—I took 't 
that the reviewer objected altogether to the 
notes which referred to the performance of 
these songs in public by the editors; and also 
to the mention of Mrs. Clandillon’s family in 
connection with many of the songs. I found 
ail those notes very interesting. In another 
fifty years those notes would be extremely 
interesting. 

Was there anything humiliating to onr 
standard of scholarship in that book!— 
Nothing in the book struck me as giving any 
cause for humiliation. 

Are those songs a new addition to Irish fol 
music’—Versions of a good many of the songs 
have been published before, .but I consider 
that every version is worth recording. There 
is a proverb in Irish that there are two tellers 
for every story, and twelve versions for every 
song. These songs are an addition to our 
knowledge of Irish folk music. 


COUNSEL AND THE JUDGE. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Are there any parts 
of that review that in your opinion are not 
reasonable and fair criticism of the work as 
you know it?

Mr. Justice Hanna—I am amazed. 

Addressing the witness Mr. Justice Hanna 
said: ‘“*Having read the review, Mr. 
O'Loughlin, with your knowledge of Irish 
matters, such as we are discussing, does any 
part of it occur to you as being not reasonable 
and fair criticism?’—When I read the review 
I was very angry, because it seemed to me 
that. the whole purpose of the review was to 
convey to people who did not know the 
editors of this book that they were nothing 
more or less than frauds. With my know- 
ledge of the work they have been doing—I 
remember both of them singing at Irish 
concerts—I was not prepared to let that 
review go without saying something i» 
defence; and I was, perhaps, unwise enough 
to write a letter to The Statesman, in which 
J protested against the general tone of the 
revicw. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I would like to refer 
io an observation that has been made that

if was very improper for you, Mr. FitzGerald, 
to have made that remark. 

Mr. FitzGerald—What I 
convey-— 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You are 
that I am unfit to try this case. 

Mr. FitzGerald—I never said 
lord; nor do I suggest it.

Air. Justice Hanna—It is for the jury tosay 
whether they think that is justified. J] have 
no, interest in one side more than another 
In this case. Jt 1s one thing to make an 
objection; it is another thing in open Court, 
and in the presence of a jury and the public, 
to accuse a judge of being hostile. I am 
entitled to ask questions to elucidate matters 
io the jury.. I feel humiliated that leading 
counsel for the defendant should get up in 
consequence of what has happened here and 
ray I have been nostile to the defendant.

Mr. FitzGerald—Nothing was farther from 
my thoughts, my lord.

Air. Justice Hanna—I know you have, and 
that is why I feel it. I will not say what 
uy views are about this case; I only have to 
vet the case investigated. In-a case of this 
importance I do not want it brought out that 
the leading counsel for the defendant told 
the judge that he was hostile to the: 
defendant. 

Mr, ViteGerald—My lord, I have not said

My. Fitzgerald, in opening the case fox, ihe 
deiendant, Mr. Donal O'Sullivan, said that 
one mighi naturally ask oneself what was ‘the 
reason for the bringing and the hearing of 
such an extraordinary action in these courts. 
The action had its root and purpose in ‘ that 
remarkable individual,” Mrs. Clandillon. “I 
suggest,’’ said counsel, ‘‘that in Mrs. Clan- 
dillon you have probably one of the most re- 
markable figures who ever entered a witness 
box. I would have thought she was probably 
the greatest egotist, the most convinced and 
sincere egolist. I, in my experience, have ever 
seen. She has presented herself to you, 
gentlemen, quite sincerely and, I believe, 
with absolute innocence as a person who is 
the living embodiment. of all knowledge of 
irish tolk-songs and music—incapable of error, 
infallible. impeceable; above and beyond 
criticism in her own view.”’ 

Since the beginning of the present century, 
proceeded counsel, when Mrs. Clandillon first 
came before the public as a judge and 
authority on this subject, she had invariably, 
continually, and absolutely determinedly 
resisted any criticism from any source what- 
soever. Her attitude was that criticism - of 
her knowledge of this subjert was an in- 
justice to her and implied dishonesty on the 
part of the critic. He was certain that Mrs. 
Clandillon was absolutely conyinced that she | 
was incapable of error in this subject. “IT am 
equally certain,” proceeded counsel, “ that 
from the magnetic effect of her personality 
during twenty-four years of married life, her 
husband is equally convinced on the same 
topic.” (Laughter.) The plaintiffs could not 
tolerate any criticism at all. They were, in 
other words, ‘‘ the oracles of folk-song at 
whom no dog oÍ a evitic might open his 
mouth to bark.”’ 

THE DEFENDANT'S HISTORY, 

The defendant, Mr. O'Sullivan, proceeded 
counsel, had been introduced here in a 
manner not complimentary to him, for the 
purpose, so far as he could see, of prejudicing 
him in the jury s eyes from the start. Mr. 
O'Sullivan had been represented to them as a 
pretended Irishman. He might not have lived 
all his life in Ireland, but he was the son of 
an Irish father, born in Killarney, and of a 
mother both of whose parents weve Irish. He 
was brought up in England and vrained in 
Catholic schools, and entered the Civil 
Service in 1913, having won an honourable 
position in one of its highest grades. 
He served in the Navy during the war, and 
alterwards passed into Class One of the Civil 
Service. -— ' He may have lived in England,” 
said counsel, *‘ but he has studied the Irish 
language and folklore that he loves; he has 
devoted himself to the subject, and has never 
sought to make one penny from it.”’ 

Proceeding, counsel said that Mr, O’Sul- 
livan was on the Council of the Gaelic 
League in London and on the Councils of 
the Ivish Texts and Folk Songs Societies. 
The Irish language and folklore were the 
only interests he had outside the duties of 
his official position. He was a properly 
equipped critic, and counsel asked the jury 
to say that he did not exceed the functions 
of a critic in this review. 

THE CRITIC'S RIGHTS. 

The law, counsel proceeded, was that a 
critic, no matter how strong his opinions 
might be, was entitled to express them, pro- 
vided he acted honestly, did not misstate 
facts substuntialiy, and “did not by bias 
attempt to attack the authors in their private

QUESTION OF COMPETENCE. 
On the question of Irish music are you 
prepared to adniit that men like Mr. Vincent 
O'brien and Mr. Delaney are competent to 
speak !—I cannot deny competence to anyone 
in Ireland who says he is competent on a 
certain subject. 

Are you prepared to contradict them when 
they, as Lrishmen, say that this book is a 
valuable contribution to Gaelic folk songs ?--- 
lf it-comes to the book as a concrete thing, 
I do contradict it.

REVIEWER EXAMINED. 

Mr. Donal O'Sullivan, defendant, was nex‘ 
examined by Mr. Lavery. He said that he 
was born in Liverpool, but his parentage was 
wholly Irish. He entered the Civil Service 
ju 1913 through competitive examination. He 
served in the Navy during the Great War, 
and after that he sat for the first division 
Civil Service Examination, and secured one 
of the higher places. At about the age of 
twelve years he took up the study of Irish. 
He became acquainted with genuine Irish 
native speakers, and at an early age took an 
interest in Irish manuscripts, and did work 
in the British Museum on the transcription 
of Irish manuscripts. He had spent a con 
siderable time in Irish-speaking distrmects of 
Kerry, and had eollected songs from the 

eople, and they had been published in the 
Journal of the Jrish Folk Song Society. He 
had been a member of the Governing Body of. 
the Gaelic League in London, a member of 
the Irish Texts Society; a member of the 
Trish Committee of the Feis Ceoil Associa- 
tion, and had acted as a judge in a competi- 
tion for unpublished Ivish airs. As editor 
of the Journal of the Irish Folk Song Soiety 
he published volumes dealing with Irish folk 


Songs. 

Mr. Lavery—Are you actuated, or have 

you been actuated, by any feeling of malice 
whatever against Mr. or Mrs. Clandillon? 
- Witness—Emphatically no. I swear no. | 
have not, and have not at the moment, had 
any malice against either Mr. or Mrs. Clan- 
dillon. Bo far as he did know them, witness 
went on, his relations with them were 
friendly, and he had made complimentary 
reference to Mrs. Clandillon as a popular 
writer of a certain song. 


life behind their book. It could not, counsel 
suggested, be said that any bias existed as 
between Mr. O'Sullivan and the Clandillons. 
The book was sent to the leading Irish 
literary journal, published by a leading Irish 
literary journalist, Mr. © Russell, more 
familiarly and lovingly known as ** A.E.”’ 

Counsel submitted that the book in ques- 
tion was not a song book for children, but 
rather a book for the desk. It was printed 
and published by the greatest publishing 
house in the British Isles, the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, That was the sense ju which 
Mr. O'Sullivan was asked to review it, and 
that. was the sense in which he did review 
it. He found it teeming with errors, — 
grammatical, musical—‘‘ printer's errors, if 
you like,” added counsel, ‘* but some errors 
that no printers could make.” The review, 
he submitted, was a proper one, having 
regard to the pretension that the book was to 
be taken as a serious, reasoned work on folk 
song study. Referrmg in detail to different 
parts of the review, he said that no reason- 
able man could draw from the review the 
Suggestion that Mr. and Mrs. Clandillon had 
taken words from an earlier work as 
plagiarism ; the charge was that, having put 
mn words and songs not before published, 
they were ignorant and took no trouble to 
say whether they were published before or 
not. The criticism that the book was not 
worthy of the patronage of Trish students 
was, counsel suggested, a just criticism, 


SIR RICHARD TERRY, 

Sir Richard Terry was then called and 
examined by Mr. Lavery. Replying to 
counsel’s questions, he said that he was a 
Doctor of Music, Fellow of the Royal College 
of Organists and a member of Council of 
the College; a member of Examination 
Board, Trinity College of Music, London; 
perved for several terms as extern examiner 
for ‘musical degrees in the National Univer- 
sity of Ireland; was lecturer in music in 
various English universities; adjudicator at 
the Feis Ceott in Dublin and at numerous 
Feiseanna in the Free State and Ulster. He 
had made a study of folk song and 
taken a great interest in Irish folk 
music. His knighthood was received fay 
research work in early English musical 
manuscript ; and he was organist and director 
of music for twenty-three years al 
Westminster Cathedral. 

What és your opinion of this book as re- 
gards scholarship?—I find no evidence of 
scholarship whatever. 

Do you find any attempt to deal with the 
matter in a scholarly manner !—No; except in 
some allusions to mode and other matters of 
relative importance. 

Have you considered the book as to its 
practical value for singers’—In that, I think, 
it has failed most. ! - 

Answering other questions, he said that he 
had gone over the bulk of the book, and in no 
single song was it possible to fit the words 
to the music. He was dealing with the 
English translations. 


A PERSONAL EXPLANATION, 

When the Court resumed after the luncheon 
adjournment, and before the examination of 
the witness was continued, 

Mr. FitzGerald, addressing his lordship, 
said—On a matter of A, explanation, I 
wish to express regret that I due have 
inadvertently used any word or words that 
would suggest that I could possibly have 
thought that your lordship had formed any 
hostile view against my client. I regret ex- 
ceedingly if any word I used could have had 
that construction. Jt was never intended by 
me. and I would be the last person to use 
that language to your lordship, or, indeed, to 
any judge. I hope your lor ship will aceepi 
my regret and apology for having used terms 
which, though not intended, would have beeu 
entirely out of place. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I appreciate very much 
the geverous expression of withdrawal which 
you have made. You and I have been asso- 
ciated with each other for many years protes- 
sionally, and have, known each other inti- 
mately, and I confess it hurt me for the 
moment that you should, even in a moment, of 
strain in the case, use words which might be 
construed by some who heard them as sug- 
gesting that I had been, or might be, guilty 
of a denial of justice to your client. I need 
say no more than to express my thanks to 
you for the course you have taken, and to 
consider the incident closed.

It is alleged that you charged the Clan- 
dillons with committing literary piracy 1 
lifting airs from other sources; does your 
review make that charge or not ?—-Kmphati- 
cally, in my opinion, the review makes so 
such charge, and I cannot conceive that 
charge being made by it. 

It is suggested that your review makes a 
personal attack on the Clandillons?—No. 1 
was most careful to keep personalities out 
of the review, and to refer. only to 
the competence and so on of the editing. 
I was verv careful not to reflect in any way 
on the personal integrity of the editors, nor 
to hold them up in any unfavourable light 
as regards their personalities. 

Did you write this:—‘‘In conclusion, I 
should like to say that T cannot share Mrs. 
Clandillon’s view that I have in any way 
reflected on the professional Or personal 
honour of either herself or her husband, and, 
in particular, I do not wish to be construed 
as insinuating that they deceived the 
Carnegie United Kingdom Trust or the 
Oxford University Press. On the contrary, 
I feel sure they did not... "? 

Witness—-Yes, I wrote that. i 

You took the first opportunity of repudiat- 
ing any suggestion of dishonesty on their part 
or on the part of either of them ?—Yes. 

To Mr. Justice Hanna—Many things in the 
book were untrue, but he did not think that 
any of them were consciously or deliberately 
untrue. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., Mr. James 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. George Moonan 
(instructed by Mr. C. J. Murray, LL.D) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. J. M. 
Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr. C. Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. C. A. Maguire (instructed by Messrs. A. 
Cox and Co.) for Mr. O'Sullivan; and Mr. 
Pewley, K.C., and Mr. Marnan (instructed 
by Messrs. A. Cox and Co.) for Mr. G. W. 
Russell and the Irish Statesman Publishing 
Company.

ABBEY THEATRE. 


SHERIDAN IN IRISH. 


Last night, when the Gaelic Players gave 
their second performance of this season, the 
“House full’’ sign was displayed at the doors 
of the Abbey Theatre. Evidently the news 
had gone abroad that an exceptionally in- 
teresting night was to be expected. There 
was far more colour and ambition in the 
night’s fare than is usual. 

The first play, “ The Quenching of the 
Light,” by Mr. James Wilmot (whose dra- 
matic work has been seen once before), was 
in the manner of “ Riders to the Sea.” Poor 
folk on a stormy night are awaiting tidings of 
men in peril; and one—very well played hy 
M. OCathéin—is so indignant at the con- 
trasting happiness of folk in a neighbouring 
house, that he blasphemes against God’s 
mercy. The night darkens as his soul darkens, 
and tidings come that all is lost. The single 
survivor tells how the guiding light went out. 
and there is a mystical suggestion that the 
loss of faith was responsible. It was an im- 
pressive little play. A new player, with a 
very poseant voice, was Patrick Kirwan, Mise 
Bastable played the mother’s part well. 

The second play, ‘‘ The Duel,’’ was a trans. 
lation of a scene from Sheridan's “ The 
Rivals.”’ It was handsomely staged in eigh- 
teenth century costumes, and was highly 
amusing, thanks to Pol O Fearghail’s admir- 
able acting as Sir Lucius O’Trigger and Tadhg 
O Scanaill’s droll conduct of the part of Acres, 
with his inflated zeal for battle. The house 
welcomed back Patrick Brophy, who, as the 
servant, was at, his happiest. 

The last piece was.a translation of Miss Alice 
Milligan’s play, “The Feast of the Fiana,”’ 
which once was performed, on Baltony Hill 
in memorable circumstances. It was beauti- 
fully staged. The scene is a banqueting hall, 


‘and Niamh woos Oisin away to the Land of 


Youth. He alone of the Fiana will follow 
her, and an admirable dramatic suggestion 
is that his bitterness against Gráinne, for the 
betrayal of Diarmuid, accounts for his deser 
tion.. A delightful passage was an exchange 
of Ossianic verse between Caoilte (played by 
Thomas Lovett, a new player) and Niamh 
(played by Maire Ni Oisin). Fionn was 
played by Gearóid OLochlainn, Grainne hy 
Miss M, Sheehan, and Oisín by Mr. Beasley.

APPEAL TO PRIVY 
COUNCIL,

LONDON, Monday. 

Sitting as a Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, Lords Phillimore, . Blanes 
burgh, and Atkin, and Sir J. Wallis and Sir 
I. Sanderson, to-day granted to the Perform-. 
ing Right Society, Ltd., special leave te 
appeal from the decision of the Appeal Court 
of the Irish Free State in an action wherein, 
as plaintiffs, they sought to restrain the 
respondents, the Bray Urban District Council. 
from infringing copyright in certain musical 
works without the consent of the petitioners. 
>The works concerned were “ Venus on 
Earth ” and ‘‘ Lilac Time,” which had beon 
played at the bandstand on the Esplanae at 
Bray. 
THE ISSUE. 

Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C., and Mr. Henn 
Collins appeared for the petitioners; Mr. 
Battersby, K.C.; My A. Dickie, K-C., and 
‘ir. Campbell (all of the Irish Bar) repre- 
sented the respondents. The questions at 
issue between the parties were whether, as 
the respondents contended, the Copyright 
Act, 1911, ceased to be applicable in the 
Irish Free State when the Treaty between 
Great Britain and Ireland, dated December 
6, 1921, was given the force of law in the 
year 1922; and whether, if that was so, the 
petitioners’ rights were none the less safe- 
guarded by Section 174 of the Industrial and 
Commercial Property (Protection) Act. 

The case for the petitioners was that it was 
admitted, or proved, and found by the court 
that the respondents had performed the works 
in question without the consent of the peti- 
tioner, and that the latter had the copy- 
right which they claimed if the (Imperial) 
Copyright Act, 1911, was in force in the 
Irish Free State on August 11, 1926, when 
the performance took place. The petitioners 
contended it was in force by Article 73 of 
the Irish Free State Constitution—which 
became law on December 6, 1922—until it was 
repealed by the Industrial and Commercial 
Property (Protection) Act, 1927. 

The respondent had contended that the 
Copyright Act, 1911, had ceased to be ap- 
plicable to the Irish Free State before Article 
73 of the Constitution became law. This 
contention was founded on the argument that 
by the Treaty the Free State became a self- 
governing Dominion, and that thereupon the 
Copyright Act, 1911, ceased to have any ap- 
plication to it by the force of Section 25 of 
the Act, which excepted  seli-governing 
Dominions from the operation of the Act. 

LEAVE TO APPEAL GRANTED, 

The judge in the Court, of first instance, 
decided in favour of the petitioners, 

The Court of Appeal, however, allowed the 
appeal against this decision, with costs, hence 
the present petition. 

Counsel for petifioners stated that the 
effect of thé decision was far-reaching and 
anomaious 

As stated, their lordships granted special 
leave to appeal.

J.P., High Sheriff, offering to subscribe £20 
if a soup kitchen were opened. That letter 
was veferred to the Child Welfare Commit- 
tee, but did not reach them in time for ‘their 
last meeting. 

Mr. D. F. Bell, J.P., said that there was 
more poverty in the town than the Council 
was aware of. In some cases men who were 
unemployed were getting the dole, but that 
was not sufficient to pay rent and support 
their families. There was a large number 
of men who were receiving no bureau money, 
and who were applying for work every day 
and not able to find it. Th e Council should 
do something to relieve the prevailing dis- 
tress, apd a coal fund should be opened at 
once. There were children in the town 
who had nothing to eat. 

Mr. G. Gregory said that he knew families 
where the children just got two meals a day. 
They got porridge in the morning with milk, 
and then they got nothing till evening. A 
combined effort should be made to feed the 
children. 

Mr. 8. B. D. Hall said that the Council 
should begin this work of charity by re- 
ducing the rents of their houses. When a 
working man paid 13s. a week for rent he 
had not much left. 

Chairman (Mr. D. Roche)—We 
the rents six weeks ago. 

Mr. Hall—But only a" one shilling. 

It was decided to request the Child Wel- 
fare Committee to call a special meeting to 
consider .what should be done to relieve the 
existing distress in the town.

At a special meeting of the Newry Urban 
Council which was held last night it was 
decided to proceed with the scheme for the 
construction of a new culvert, and to have a 
bill introduced in the Northern Parliament 
for the carrying out of the comprehensive 
scheme, recommended by Lord Craigavon, at 
a cost of £60,000, for which the town would 
be responsible for £35,000 and the Port end 
Harbour Trust £10,000, the remainder to he 
given as a Government grant. 

In the course of the discussion it was 
stated that if the larger scheme was carried 
out the canal would be quite safe for vessels 
of 1,000 tons. 

A deputation, consisting of Lord Kilmorcy 
and representatives of the Urban Council. 
Port and Harbour Trast and Chamber of 
Commerce, was appeinted to wait on ‘the 
Government of Northern Ireland. 


DEEP-WATER SCHEME. 

At a meeting of the Council last Friday 
night it was mentioned that the Northern 
Government had promised a free grant oí 
£3,500 towards the work, the remainder of 
the cost to be raised on loan by the Urban 
Council. The Council generally were in 
favour of proceeding in this way, and it was 
urged that the repairs to the canal should 
not jeopardise the prospects of a deep-water 
scheme for the town; but the Town Clerk 
(Mr. W. M. Cronin) suggested an adijourn- 
ment of the meeting before taking definite 
action, and in order also that the question 
of deep water (which had been engaging the 
attention of a Joint Committee of the Council 
and Harbour Trust) might be considered. 

The Clerk held that the interests of the 
rates demanded that the Council should know 
the extent of their financial responsibilities, 
and consider how far the Harbour Trust, the 
debenture holders, should contribute towards 
the work. 

On these grounds 
matter was adjourned. 


ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

At last night’s meeting the Clerk presented 
a report by Mr. T. 8. Gilbert, M.Inst.C.F., 
engineer to the Belfast Harbour Commis- 
sioners, on his inspection of. the canal and 
the proposed making of an open channel from 
Victoria (sea) Locks to the Albert Basin at 
Newry. 

‘Provided that the plans, sections and 
borings are reasonably*correct—and I see no 
cause to doubt their general accuracy,” said 
Mr. Gilbert, “ there does not appear to be 
any serious engineering difficulty in dredging 
an open channel approximately four miles 
long from the Victoria Basin to the Albert 
Basin, sutticient to admit of vessels up to 
1,000 tons gross reaching Newry about the 
time of high tide. The channel would he 
connected with the Albert Basin by means of 
a suitable lock, the proper site for which 
would be the low-lying land on the westward 
side of the river, south of the basin, where 
there is also room for a slightly constructed 
wharf and for a basin to facilitate vessels 
emtering and leaving the lock.”

The mortgagor was John Mulligan, who 
obtained the lands of Crockaraven under the 
will of Francis Mulligan, dated 3rd March, 
1915. On 8th August, 1996, John Mulligan 
gave a mortgage on the lands to plamtiff for 
the sum of £300, with interest at the rate of 
‘6 per cent. John Mulligan remained in pos- 
session of the lands for over eleven years, 
but. in November, 1926, a suit was brought 
against John Mulligan by Thomas Mulligan, 
the present defendant, to revoke the grant 
of Pfobaté, and condemn the will of 1915, 
and ¢stablish an ‘earlier will made in 1913, by 
which the lands were bequeathed to Thomas 
Mulligan. 
TWO WILLS. 

The will of 1915 was condemned, and that 
of 1913 established in solemn form. Thomas 
Mulligan then took possession of the lands 
from John Mulligan; who had been in posses. 
sion. Miss Gass now sued the present holder 
of the lands, against which the mortgage 
was issued. 
Mr. W. F. M‘Coy, Barrister-at-Law, for 
the plaintiff, argued that here was a valid 
robate, and a valid title held by John Mul- 
figan: so long as that probate lasted ‘until re 
voked. He gave a mortgage to Miss Gass 
for £300. The present defendant in this case 
took no steps to set aside the will of 1915 
for eleven and a half years. 
The Judge—Thonias Mulligan was a minor 
and you can make fié poifit about the lapse 
of time.

ROADSIDE STRUGGLE NEAR 
MOATE, 


A night attack on two farmers outside 
Moate was described in the Athlone District
